BURTON’S DESPOTISM. 

Chairman Burton of the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee unintentionally is doing a good service by 
clearly defining the issue of despotism against popu- 
lar imterests in the House of Representatives. As 
little ezar in his committee, under Big Czar Cannon, 
who comtrols the action of the House and all of its 
committees, Mr. Burton is giving a conspicuous ex- 
ample of the exercise of arbitrary power to shut out 
not only a demand backed by millions of citizens, 
but even a fair expression of that demand. 

The delegation from St. Louis and the members 
of the House from Missouri and Illinois who are try- 
ing to get a hearing and a fair decision from the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee represent a great 
public interest pressing for relief. They want the 
adequate improvement of a magnificent waterway 
to supply the Mississippi Valley with adequate 
transportation facilities now confessedly inade- 
quate. The commerce of the valley is suffering for 
lack of these facilities. The demand of these men 
is supported by all the people of the Mississippi 
Valley as a necessary step to the development of 
the valley’s resources. Yet Mr. Burton treats these 
representatives of the largest, most important and 
most productive section of the country—a section 
uporm, which the rest of the country depends for a 
large proportion of its supplies—with contemptuous 
indifference. He arbitrarily assumes to determine 








what Congress shall do in response to their appeal, 


and declines even to accede to their demand for a 
fair hearing. 

It is not of much importance what interests Mr. 
Burton represents. That there are powerful inter- 
ests hostile to the public interest which oppose the 
adequate improvement of the rivers, merely sug- 
may be represented by him, 
which would profit by his exercise of despotism ag- 
gravated by insolence. The main point is that a 
genuine ppblic interest is denied’ an opportunity to 
make its woice heard in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

This issue must be settled right. Mr. Burton’s at- 
titude shows the people of the Mississippi Valley 
what they must do to get a just hearing in Congress 
and to enforce a fair response to their legitimate 
demands. The battle of the valley’s representatives 
in Washington should be vigorously supported by 


the people.

THE TENEMENT HOUSE ASSOCIATION 

The Civic League is doing good work in planning 
for new playgrounds, floating baths, small parks 
and mode] tenements and in urging the Municipal 
Assembly to make appropriations tor such public 
improvements as will relieve the congested districts 
of the city of their worst features. _ 

But in actually organizing and starting an invest- 
ment fund to huild model tenements, the St. Louis 
Tenement House Association has taken a step that 
shows how immediate betterment may be had, with- 
out waiting upon the slow process of municipal ma- 
chinery. 

Last Sunday's Post-Dispatch gave particulars re. 
garding the proposed work of the association. Its 
kxecutive Committee is composed of some of the 
best-known and most reliable business men of St 
Louis. It has determined to erect, at \ ‘ashington 
and Garrison avenues, a handsome mode] tenement 
of 395 rooms, divided into 138 apartments or flats 
all provided with baths and the most modern nin 
itary conveniences. The building will he fireproof. 
And one of the best things about it will be that its 
surroundings wil! be cheerful and wholesome. It 
will be outside of the overcrowded district east of 
Jetferson avenue, which contains 45 per cent of the 
city’s population in a comparatively narrow strip.

AN OCCASION FOR THOUGHT. 
When sucha man as ex-Senator Carmack declares 
that “there is enough poison in the Fifteenth amend- 
ment to vitiate the entire Constitution of the United 
States,” it gives occasion for thought. 

Mr. Carmack is an able man and patriotic. He 
does not belong to the class of mere mouthers and 
ranters. He can think and he has often shown the 
best results of thought. 

The first thought in this connection is that there 
is no poison in the Fifteenth amendment which does 
not come into it from the Fourteenth. ‘The Fif- 
teenth amendment merely provides that the rights 
of citizens of the United States shall not be 
abridged on account of race, color or previous condi- 
It does not say who shall be 
citizens of the United States. The Fourteenth 
amendment does. It says that all persons born in 
the United States are citizens of the United Stated 
and of the State in which they reside. It also in- 
cludes naturalized persons as_ citizens, but the 
“poison,” if it be poison, is in the words “all per- 
sons” and the word “born.” 

In-the preamble of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence the words “all men” are used instead of “all 
persons,” and the word “created’’is used instead of 
“born.” But those who framed these amendments 
justified them on the ground that they added to the 
Constitution the theory of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that all persons born or created in the 
United States are persons from whose consent the 
Government must derive its “just powers to gov-

This is a poisonous doctrine for such government 
as that of the Philippines. That, however, is not 
the question as far as these amendments are con- 
cerned. They will never be repealed. The possibil- 
ity of their repeal is unthinkable.

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HOW TO STOP AUTO SCORCHING, 
The Post-Dispatch has demonstrated by actual 
performance that it is easy to get evidence against 
auto scorchers without resorting to spectacular and 
dangerous chases and races through the streets. 
Post-Dispatch reporters timed autos running on 
Locust street, near Ewing avenue, ascertained their 
rate per mile, and took their license numbers while 
running. By consulting the license collector's office 
it is easy to discover the identities of the violators 
of the anti-speed law. 

This successful work in the line of catching auto 
scorchers proves that the suggestion of the Post- 
Dispatch that the anti-speed law be enforced by the 
Police Department without using high speed ma- 
chines to catch law breakers, is sound. By the ex- 
ercise of a little common sense, ingenuity and en- 
ergy, the police can enforce the law and can identify 
and arrest those guilty of law violation.

Capron 
has been either the winner or the run- 
ner up in almost every big tournament 
held in the last ten years. and John 
Daly is quoted by such experts as 
Jacob Schaefer, Billy Catton and others, 
as being the premier three-cushion play- 
er of the country. 

These two have never met before in a 
long game of this kind, and as the 
Winner is to be matched against Al- 
fredo De Oro for 4 special prize consid- 
eration, much interest attaches to the 
game. John Daly, who is now playing 
at the Lindell Academy, said yesterday: 
“Three-cushion billiards is the only 
game in the world in which a man can 
play mighty good and yet not make a 
point.

Peter the Great made serfdom an insti- 
tution, the Russian peasant was as free, 
politically and economically. as his class 
in any part of Europe. The Russian 
Government, while monarchical in name, 
was republican in essence. 

Even during the days of sertdom the 
peasants were better off than now, after 
serfdom has been abolished almost half a 
century. They had to work for their 
masters three days in the week, but had 
four days every week to work their 
own ground, and that was ample to as- 
sure them a living. And if famine came, 
the masters had an interest in keeping 
life in the peasants, who were their hu- 
man beasts of burden, which they have 
not now. 

In order to understand the bitterness 
of the agrarian struggle it is also neces- 
sary to know the strange idea which 
has become second. nature with the 
Russian peasant—namely, that the soil, 
not having been made by human hands, 
is the common property of all. In the 
early Middle Ages already the peasants 
cultivated the ground about the little 
villages where they lived on a communi- 
tv of interest basis. They continued to 
do so after serfdom had been instituted, 
and when serfdom was abolished and 
the Russian peasants got a meager 
share of the soil for their own use 
and were left free to hold it in private 
ownership or till it on a communal 
basis, 73 ner cent—on the principle that 
‘'t was sinful to lay claim toa thing the 
good God had created for the common 
of all—chose the communial agri- 
ultural life.

The committee is anxious to make its 
decision on the free bridge site as early 
as practicable. It was pointed out a 
few weeks ago and has already had sev- 
eral meetings and a public hearing, and 
some day next week it will make an in- 
spection of the approathes to the Sug- 
gested sites from the St. Louis side. 
An engineer will be employed to aid the 
committee in making its final decision. 
He will be expected to furnish infor- 
mation relative to the cost of a bridge 
at the sites which seem most available, 
and to consider the engineering prob- 
lems that will have to be solved. 

The committee is composed of Coun- 
cilmen Lesser, Rolfes and Moellman and 
Delegates Connell, Simmons and Hef- 
fernan. Mr. Lesser is chairman. The 
members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements accompanied the comumnittee 
on the inspection trip. 

Mr. Mitchell, the assistant Govern- 
ment engineer, gave the committee lo 
understand that there was no law or 
rule prohibiting the building of one 
bridge within a certain distance of an- 
other. There is a popular tradition that 
bridges across the Mississippi must be 
three miles apart. This belief is said to 
have had its origin in the old grants to 
the ferry companies which gave them 
the exclusive privileges a mile and a 
half above and below their landings on 
either side of the river. It is sald by 
the engineers to be responsible also for 
the building of the Merchants’ Bridg ex- 
actly three miles north .of the Eads 
Bridge. 

After the committee makes 
tion the site will have to be approved 
by the Government engineers, a_ per- 
mit obtained from the War Department 
at Washington and an ordinance passed 
by the Municipal Assembly before the 

work of construction can proceed. 

“We want to select the best site pos- 
sible,”’ said Chairman Lesser to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘‘We shall do the 
work with as much dispatch as we can, 
as we want to get the question of lbd- 
cation settled. At the Council meeting 
Friday we will determine when another 
inspection trip will be made.”
